STINLEY MIKES GREIT 
SPEECH IB BISaBOIIIB 

Ontliw Hit Vtewt Oi Prtlk 
Mittin hi a Very LacM

Hon. A. O. Stanley, candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for dov- 
emor, spoke at the court house here 
Friday afternoon, according to an'- 
nonncement. The big court room 
waa crowded to Ita tvllest capacity, 
despite the*snltr)r weather. Mr. 
Stanley waa at his beet and deliver- 
ed one of the greatest speeches of 
his lite, which lias been noted for 
his forensic ability. Mr. M. K. 
Graves, of Butord, introduced .Mr, 
Stanley in an entknslastic way as 
"Kentnekjr's neat Oovomor." 

Mr. Stonley doroted the first part 
of his speech to a eulogy of the 
Democratic party from Its early his- 
tory to the present day.

Frankfort. Ky.. July 31. — Profli- 
gacy, worse tlian race suicide in the 
waste of human life and money, 
that coata one infant in every twelve 
born in Kentucky each year, and 
ukea a toll of one oat of arery 
aaVea before they roach achool ate. 
la tho ekarge 'against the Common- 
wealth anmmed up In the report of 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics of the 
State Board of Health tor 1H14, now 
in the hands of the State printers. 

Thia ia not all; this infant mor- 
tality la due — SO per cent, of It, the 
reporto aaya — to lack of care and 
attention to tho klad of food and 
water given them. Diarrhoea car- 
ried oft in 1914 1,342 children un- 
der 2 years old out of a total of ."j,- 
30*4, while diphtheria and croup ac- 
counted for 498 of all ages: scarlet 
fever for 56; measles, despised ail- 
ment of childhood, 266; wbooping 
cough, often treated aa a Joke, 362, 
and tnberenloaia, grip and bronchial 
pneumonia claimed their annual 
percentage of the population. 

Typhoid, a filth disease, brought 
down 38,530 persons in Kentucky, 
of whom 1,069 died, as compared to 
792 the year before, 998. in 1912 
and 994 in 1911. There were 49,- 
080 caaea of adalt diarrhoea report- 
ed, with S.464 daatka roautting. 
Aside from tka Borrow and misery 
occasioned, the financial aacrlflce to 
ploth is estimated in the report at 
$7,000,000 for the year, chargeable 
for the most part to lack of sewage 
dispoaal facllltiea on the farm and 
In town. 

TnborenloBia of tha Innga, in- 
treaehed fa tgaeraneo, holda Ito own 

against the effort of community or- 
ganization and has to ita credit for 
the year 4,2' I deaths, as against 
4,116 in 1HI3, 4,2.".!t In 1»12 and 
4!625 In 1911. Other forms of tu- 
berculoaia practically double the to- 
tal number of daatha attrlbnUbVa 
to tho ataaltby progreaa of thia 
germ. 

Comparative flgnraa make it 

worse. The death rate from tuber- 
culosis in Kentucky is 201.8 In ev- 
ery 100.000 of population. In th<" 
whole I'nited States the death rate 
is 128.6. So Kentucky loses from 
tubereuloeia annually seventy-three 
more to the 100,000 of population 
than the country from all cauaee. 

In erery 100 deatha in the State 
In 1914 prevenUble diseases caused 
forty-two. and half the sickness re- 
ported. It cost the people of Ken-

Stanley, a noern arrested on a 
charge of niurderlng the three 
(Jrlines children last \Wdiiesilay 
night, waa taken from the Justice 
eoartroom at midnight and was 
bnraed oa tha pabUejMMS In the 
preaaac* of thaataaiM^p aod 
women. P*opl* had the 
streets all afternoon aadFtvaBlag 
awaiting the outcome of t|[|( exami- 
nation of alleged acdompllees 
brought from Rogers to-night 

Tha aeaa* on the well-Ughted pub- 
lic aqaar* at th* tlma of th* burn- 
ing of th* aagro was apdatocular. 
The mob had choaen an open spae* 
In which to build their pyre, this 
b^lng surrntinded by men who veiled 
and Cheeri ii a.s they shoved the ne- 
gro Into the flames. All about the 
strMta were tilled with pedestrians 
and aatomoblle* loaded with onlook- 
ers. Tr**a trlBglBg th* ib«et on 
the Bide of the square aaarest the 
burning were filled with boys, while 
scattered through the crowds were 
many yoilng glrU. 

When Stanley was cast Into the 
flames he struggled to eacape, but 
was repeatedly shoved back. Sever- 
al mea said Staaloy ooafaaaed that 
he did the killing, olalmtog that he 
had been hired to do the deed. He 
begged to be permitted to live long 
enouKli to tell all about It, but his 
alleged admission of guilt was suffi- 
cient for those around the fire. A 
shot was fired, which aome claim 
struck the struggUag B«gro. His 
struggles aooB eaaaad aad the gath- 
ering began to disperse. Ih a few 
minutes the square was practically 
deserted and the crowds had van- 
ished. 

Two negroes, said to have been 
m*Btl«B*d by Stanley in his story 
told to the oflaers. wer* apprehend- 
*d at Rogara aad war* hrafght.to 
Tempi* to-olght. but wwr* released 
after an examination and told to 
leave town. 

As the mob left the Justice Court 
building with their prisoner shortly 
before midnight, a number of men 
and boys went through alleys and 
alda atraate gatharlag dar goods 
bokaa with which to make Vid fire. 
Attar the fire had buraed out, the 
dismembered body was dragged otit 
and hanged to a telephone pole. 

The crime for which Stanley was 
burned occurred during Wednesday 
night. Thursday morning a neigh- 
bor ealllag at/ the Orlmes home 
found tha thre* children ot the 
household lylag la pools ot Uood. 
The parents had haaa beataa about 
the heads and bodies to such aa ex- 
tent that not until to-<lay were they 
entirely conscious. To-night both 
were resting well, although the con- 
dition of the father Is critical.
